Wasmixerox, Jan. 20.—The Demn-
erntiv pe liey with referonce to the tarifl ia
this Congress has been doeided npon. The
MeRinler law will be attacked by separate
bille, aimed at & few parts of the mensures,
and not by a zeneral tariff revisioa bill,

This canslusion was reached this morning
by the Tiemocratic members of the Ways
mi! Means Commiitee after a conference
lnsting severnl hours. When a vote was
token it resulted 7 1o 5§ in favor of separate
hitls.  The dissenting members of the com-
mitren pave their adbesion 1o the policy of
the majority of their associates on the com-
mittee, and will 2et with them, thos making
the Premocratio part of the Waysand Means
Comunitiee s unit on the policy which it was
decided io ndopt. Nothing was said ahout
which partienlur fenture of the present law
should be attacked, and this will be left 10
future determination.

The Separate Bill Iden Carcled.

After a lengthy disenssion, in which the
meribere of the committee in former Con-
rresses expressed their opinion in favor of
s peneral tarifl  revision Dbill, and Mr.
sSpringer #nd his associates argued that the
yroper method of prucmlurr was by atiack-
inz the taritt Isw in detail, Mr. Bryan, of
Nehraska, ofiered a resolution declaring it
to be the sense of the¢ committee that its
policy with regard to tarifi legislation in
the Fifiv-second Congress shonld be of re-
vision by soparate measnres instead of the
general ravision of the whole sysiem.

This motion was carried by a voie of T to
d. Those voting in favor of it were Messrs.
Monizowery, Whiting, Shively, Cockran,
#:ovens, Bryan and Springer, the pew mem-
bers of the committee. The negative votes
were by Messre. MeMillin, Turner sand
Wilson, who were members of the com-
mities 1n previous Conzresses.  The general
poliexr having beea determined upon, all
the members present agreed to abide by the
conciusion resched

Mr, Wilson, of West Virzinia, said later
that the msjority of the commitiee would
art in harmony, and Mr. McMillin and
M. Turnes, of Geergis, subsequently con-
curred in the statement. Chairman Springer
war naturlly somewhat gratified that his
polier of reporMog separate bills had met
the approval of the Democratic majority.

No Indication of Trouble,

“There is no indicalicn of trouble,” said
he.

AGAINST FREE COINAGE.

The National Board of Trade Wants an In-
ternationa! Welglits, Measures and Mon-
etary Convention Held—Other Closing
Resolations of the Organization.

WasHixgTox, D. €., Jan, 29.—The Na-
tional Board of Trade, at its session to-day,
adopted an address to Congress urging the
passage of the Torrey bankruptey bill

The Committee on Amendments to the

inter-Stute commerce act submitted the fol-

lowing resolutions, which were adopted by
the beard:

First. that corporations as well as their
apents and employes be mads indictable.

Second, that the reports and findings of
the commission =hall have the force and
effect of the reports of Masters in Chanecery
in Federal courts, in case of subsequent
Judiciul proceedings.

Third, to authorize and empower the
Inter-Siate Commission to employ compe-
tent and permanent counsel to represent it
in any litigation It finds necessary in the
enforrement of the inter-Stute commerce
ace, and its decisions and orders under it.

A resolution was also adopted urging on
the President the wisdom of filling vacan-
ciez on the Inter-state Commission by the
appointment of men belonging to the class
of trained transporters or eapable merchants
or manufarturers.  The bhoard then resumed
cousiderntion of the resolution opposing
the Washbura bill in regard to dealing in
futures,

Afier 8 long debate a vote was taken and
the following was recorded as the scnse of
the board:

Resolved, That while this board rreog-
nizes the eavils resulting Irom excessive
trading in agricultural and other products
of the coontry, and wonld heartily co-
opersbe in any mezsures calenlated to re-
strict such trading within legitimate limits,
which would not at the same time seriously
intrrfere with the necessury facilitles for
handling the immen=e cereal and other
crops of the country at the lcust pos-
sibie risk, and consequentiy a8t the
smullest racticable expense on the
course of their movement from Erodumr to
consmmuer, it deprecates any legisiation lay-
ing atax upon or interfering in sny way
with the freedom of commercial transue-
tions in such prodnets, whether for immedi-
ste or Tuture delivery, i‘mtieviml that any in-
terference with the established metliods of
business men, which are the result of ex-
perienoe under the natumml Inws and neces-
sities of rrade would be detrimental to the
public interest.

Lesolved, That the board hereby reiter-
ates its expression of sentiment enunciated
at the lust annual meeting in relation 1o the
bill then pending in Congress on this sub-
ject, known us the “Butterworth bill,” tothe
effect that its adoption would cause irre-
pamble injury to the business and agricul-
tural inteérests of the country.

On motion of Mr., Siranahan, of New
York, a resolution was adopted reqne!tinﬁ
the railroad companies o co-operate wit
the I‘oslo?:e Department in facilitating
the prompt delivery of the mails

The silver question was then taken wup
and then a resolution was adopted as
follows:

The National Board of Trade memorializes
the Exventive and Legislative departments
of the Natlonnl Government o promote and
secure at the eariiest practicable date un in.
ternational conference for the adjustment of
a fixed ratio between gold and silver; and
further, that until such a matio hins been
secured by international agreements any
and a1l legisintior afiing nt the free coinage
o!f silver or the repeal of the presentlaw
should be strenvousty opposed.

A resolution was also wadopted, after
dehate, asking Congress to take steps look-
ing to the equalization of the monetary
standards and the unification of the money
svstems of the great commercial nations of
the world. A resolution was also adopted
favoring liberal financial suppert by the
United Biates Government to the Colum-
bian Expesition.

‘Whe convention then sdjourned. The
next merting of the board will be held in
Washington on the last Tucsday in Janu-
ary, 180G, '

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{in a Pleasant Valley,
HANDS AND FEET LIKE BEASTS.

A Weird Legend 8ays Their Affliction Fol-
lowed a Curse

CUTTERED BY A TORTURED PEDDLER

FEPECIAL TELBGRAM TO THE DIRPATOR.1

BUrraAlg, Jan. 30.—About 30 miles sonth
of Buffalo, midway between the villages of
Springville and Gowanda, is sitoated what
is known as the “Valley of Zoar.” This
valley is about seven miles long by from
one to three miles wide, and is one of the
most picturesque spots in the western part
of the State, but as it is almost inaccessible,
the beauty and grandeur of this valley is
but little known to the outside world.

The descendants of gome of the first cet-
tlers still inhabit a part of the walley.
Their name is Wright, and they comprise a
tamily of 25 or 30. Of them there is not
one that is not deformed in some Wanner
ahout the hands and feet. The deformity is
so peculinr as to bave given them the name
of “erab-claws,” and their name would,
perhaps, deseribe their detormity better
t:nan any other that could be applied to
them,

That a family having such a peculiar de-
formity really does exist isdoubted by many
who bhave beard of them, and, in order to
aseertain if there was any trath in the re-
port, THE DISPATCH correspondent visited
the valley recently. He first visited the
school and questioned the tencher in regard
to the matter. The teacher's name is, for
obvious reasons, omitted from this report.
The reporter reached the school at abont 3
o'cleck and waiting till the dismiseal, half
an hour later, made known the object of
his visit. _

A Strangely Afflicted Family.

“If I had known,” said the teacher, *‘of
what vou were in quest, I could have shown
you a sample of t%em right here, as one of
my brightest pupils is a little giri-nbont 12
vears old, a member of the family of which
¥ou uk. However, as she has gone we
will eall at ber house where you can see a
part of the family. They act very strangely,
being fully aware of their misfortune, and
ravely entertain strangers, Indeed, they
frequently leave their house and go up into
the hills when there are many sirangers in
the village.™”

Ahbout half an hour later the teacher and
reporter stood in front of a dilapidated look-
ing dwelling which was situated near the
Gowanda end of the valley and far up on
the side of a hill. In response toa knock a
d faces app 1 at the different win-
dows and precently the door was opened and
the Bead of a female stuck ont.

“Good afternoon, Mrs. Wright," said the
teacher, pleasantly, “Is Anna at home? I
wanted to tell her something asboni the
work for to-morrow which I neglected to do
at the close of school.”

The woman, who was fairly zood locking,

This they did withont
delay, but not one of the children whose
faces had appeared at the windows was
visible. The room was comfortably fur-
nished and conirasted strangely with the
exterior of the building.

The woman called Anna at the request of
the teacher and presently a girl sbout 12
vears old entered the room.

Her
face was round and rosv and the reporter
thought about as handsome asany he had
cver seen.  Her figure was well formed and
graceful, and altogether ¥he would have at-
tracted considerable attention anywhere
had it not been for the horrible shape of
her feet. They were about six inches long
and had bat two toes, or rather eluwe. The
clows are about three inches long and re-
semble huge erab claws more than anyihing
elss. They begin at the place usnally
called the insiep and curve out around and
then nearly meet at about three inches from
the place of beginning. On the end of the
toes in place of the nails are small, sharp-

At first Anna appesred confused and
bashful, bnt scon, under the influence of
the teacher's conversation with her, she be-
came more talkstive and let her hands drop
from the folds of her dress.
